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| U. S. FOREIGN TRADE 


LR foreign trade, like our domestic trade, can best be carried on under a system 

of free. private, competitive enterprise within a framework of government law and 
treaty designed to give it encouragement and support. The intervention of the American 
government in the regulation of foreign trade, as for example in the imposition of tariffs. 
the conservation of natural resources and the prevention of abuses arising from American 
participation in private international agreements, can have its only justification in the 
service of the national interest, as distinct from any sectional interest or the interest 
of any individual industry. The actual entry of the government into foreign trade activity. 
ineluding the extension of the loans and credits and participation in international 
commodity agreements, is admissible only in time of war or other international emer- 
gency. or when considerations of national policy in the political or economic sphere 
outweigh the advantages of private trade and the freedom of the market place. 


In seeking fulfillment of the wants and desires of the American people through a 
more abundant foreign commerce, it is inevitable that we shall be confronted, in many 
lands, with national economic concepts different from our own. These differences will 
bring conflicts and difficulties which must be faced, and faced courageously, in the years 
that lie ahead. It is in the cherished tradition of the American people that we hold to 
the principles that have made our nation great, and that. as individuals and as a nation, 
we be guided by these principles in solving the problems that lie before us. 


There can be no substitute. in the pursuit of the ends we have in view, for the 
initiative and resourcefulness of the tens of thousands of individual enterprisers who go 
out in the world to find the materials and the markets the American people need.

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HERE can no longer be room for a feeling of complacent self-sufficiency in 


the realm of a healthy economic world life. 


We all know that international 


trade brings to us needed goods and materials that importantly make for national 
progress, comfort and better living standards; assists in the absorption of our 
surplus goods and services, and helps to bring general world economics into bet- 


ter balance. 


I think one of its greatest values lies in its importance in fostering 


better understanding with peoples of other nations. 


We, as bankers, representing an impor- 
tant part of the business community, must 
do our part in the maintenance and solid 
development of international trade. By 
solid development I don’t mean a tempo- 
rary ballooning created by loans and the 
accumulated needs following the war. I 
do mean that in the grant of loans or other 
forms of assistance we, as bankers, should 
this time strongly encourage procedure of 
serious and sound analyses to make cer- 
tain of need and proper use of such as- 
sistance. We should here definitely and 
strongly insist (where at all possible), on 
the liquidation of those elements—par- 
ticularly trade preferences, quotas, cartels 
—that tend to restrict the constructive 
trade program our country is trying to 
establish. Lastly and importantly, make 
certain what real benefits or harm may 
accrue to us directly or indirectly through 
our aid activities—other than an increase 
in our Federal taxes. 

We, as bankers—and this includes in- 
dustry, too—should not sit by and permit 
the government to bear the load of leader- 
ship. As an intelligent group we should 
vive courageous and forceful voice to the 
development of sound procedure and fear 
not to indulge in constructive criticism,

when we feel that costly errors of action 
may be in process. Our real government 
leaders are just as anxious, serious and 
sincere in their efforts as we that no costly 
errors be made, but that a beneficial end 
result follow such efforts. 

Encourage and strongly develop united, 
potent, intelligent, continuing leadership, 
free in every particular from the atmos- 
phere of political bias. Many leaders of 
government are either overburdened or 
overawed by the enormity and complexity 
of existing problems, or are motivated by 
primary desires to improve their own par- 
ticular positions or those of their respec- 
tive governments. We will make slow and 
costly progress (if any) if this whole mess 
isn’t opened up by intelligent and well- 
planned approach. We need fearless ex- 
posure of truth and facts governing im- 
portant problems. 

All problems require the same primary 
approach; 7.e., what makes it tick, what 
stops it, what’s wrong, what can be done 
and how? 

One way to help clear the atmosphere of 
economic confusion is that business gen- 
erally create short, snappy compendiums 
of easily understandable economic facts, 
simply stated, and keep hammering them 
home, fearlessly, consistently and continu- 
ously. Our country today is so burdened 
—believe it or not—with economic il- 


literacy, that if no improvement soon

‘THE story of commerce and industry in 
Missouri is one of romance and high 
adventure. Like a swiftly moving cinema 
covering three centuries of history, one 
envisions the bark canoe of the Indian 
with his bale of furs; the trails of the 
forests; the mighty waterways of the Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri. 

The primitive post of the fur trader; 
the long reaches of the trap-lines in the 
wilderness; the early immigration of 
hardy souls, leaving friends and homeland 
to cast the future issues of life on the 
hazard of the die. The keelboat; the 
steamboat; the pack-mules and covered 
wagons; the coming of the railway; the 
telegraph, telephone, wireless, the voice 
of the radio, the airplane speeding through 
the sky—what an amazing cosmos of the 
genius of man—evolved from inspired 
brains, that the harnessed forces of na- 
ture may become bond-slaves for hu- 
manity. 

Missouri grew through the years, 
through wars, under the flag of Spain, of 
France, of the United States; Missouri 
used the rich resources of nature to carry 
on the vision of her founders. Such is the 
moving picture of the romance of trade 
and industry. 

St. Louis is the largest industrial city 
west of the Mississippi River with the 
oldest inland customhouse in the United 
States. In peace time goods from all over 
the world that are imported for Ameri- 
can consumption clear through this port. 
This city is the largest importer of harvest 
hats in the world. Other commodities im- 
ported are too numerous to mention but a 
few of the items are coffee, spices, jewelry, 
cocoa, liquors, cheese, nuts, olives, leather, 
fruit, opium, hides and skins, and tea. The 
importation of minerals played a very 
prominent part in the winning of the war. 
These minerals were used by St. Louis’ 
large chemical plants whose products are 
known all over the world. 

The mighty Mississippi and Missouri 
Rivers saw heavy traffic during the war 
carrying commodities of all descriptions 
to the Gulf for our Armed Forces and 
those of our allies. St. Louis, situated in 
the center of the grain belt of the Nation, 
will play an important part in supplying 
foodstuffs to those countries that have 
suffered by the war. 

From the time of the Indian fur trader, 
St. Louis has remained the fur center of 
the United States. Here the Federal Gov- 


ernment holds regularly the auction of 
seal skins attracting buyers from many 
foreign lands. 

The St. Louis Regional Office of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, United States Department of Com- 
merce, is proud to serve a city of so many 
diversified industries which through the 
years has been keenly interested in for- 
eign trade, and appreciative of the ser- 
vices of this Bureau, the businessman’s de- 
partment in Government. 

This district today exports such com- 
modities as the famous Missouri corn cob 
pipe, horseradish, and the Missouri mule, 
as well as chemicals, drugs, glass, beer, 
boats, shoes, electrical machinery, steel 
and steel products, rolling mill products,

DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 


BRIARWOOD—Imported briarwood was 
exempt from price control, effective Novem- 
ber 20, 1945, by Amendment 6 to Supple- 
mentary Order No. 129 of the O.P.A. 

WATCHES—tThe Federal Trade Commis- 
sion will hold a hearing beginning at 
10:00 a.m., December 18, 1945, in the Federal 
Trade Commission Building, Washington, 
D. C., on the proposed trade practice rules 
relating to the use of the terms “water- 
proof,” “shockproof,” “non-magnetic,” and 
similar designations as applies to watches, 
watch cases and watch movements. Views 
and information on this subject may be 
submitted by brief or other communication 
to be filed with the Commission not later 
than December 18, 1945. A ‘copy of the 
proposed rules may be obtained by inter- 
ested persons from the Commission. 

SARDINES — Specific dollar-and-cents 
ceiling prices have been established for im- 
porters’ sales of Portuguese and Spanish 
skinless and boneless sardines and Spanish 
boneless sardines (any brand, packed in 
olive oil) by Order 361 under Order 38 to 
the Maximum Import Price Regulation of 
the O.P.A., effective November 13, 1945. 

CITRUS FRUITS — Fresh citrus fruit, 
domestic and imported, is suspended from 
price control from November 19, 1945, to 
January 14, 1946, by Amendment 9 to Sup- 
plementary Order No. 132 of the O.P.A., ef- 
fective November 19, 1945. 

OKRA SEED—tThe U. S. Department of 
Agriculture has changed Nursery Stock, 
Plant, and Seed Quarantine Regulation No. 
37 to require that okra seed may be im- 
ported only under permit. 

SISAL AND PALMETTO FIBER—Amend- 
ment 6 to Supplementary Regulation No. 
126 of the O.P.A., effective November 8, 
1945, exempts from price control dressed 
palmetto fiber, and sisal plastering fiber 
and sisal plastering filling. 

KAPOK — The Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration amended General Conservation 
Order M-85 on November 13, 1945, to re- 


move certain restrictions on the sale and 
delivery of kapok. 

BURLAP—On November 19, 1945, the 
O.P.A. corrected Amendment 7 to Revised 
Price Schedule 13 by substituting the figure 
“9.10" for the figure “9.16” in the column 
entitled “cents” designated in the table 
contained in Section 1339.12. Like Amend- 
ment 7, the correction was made effective 
as of October 30, 1945. 

MICA—Amendment 6 to Supplementary 
Order No. 129 of the O.P.A., effective Novem- 
ber 20, 1945, suspends from price control 
all mica and mica products subject to 
Maximum Priee Regulation 347. 

PRIORITIES REGULATION 32 — The 
Civilian Production Administration revised 
Tables 1 and 3 of Priorities Regulation 32, 


effective November 23, 1945. This revision 
imposes specific inventory limitations on 
mica, cadmium, turpentine, vegetable 


waxes, hide glue stock and titanium pig- 
ments, 

COIR YARN MATS—Amendment 12 to 
Supplementary Order No, 126, effective De- 
cember 12, 1945, includes an exemption of 
coir yarn mats from price control. 

BRISTLES—Conservation Order M-51, as 
amended by the Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration on December 4, 1945, removes 
all restrictions governing the manufacture 
of brushés made from pigs’ and hogs’ 
bristles, and the sale of these brushes. Re- 
strictions on the importation of certain 
categories of bristles, on the 120-day in- 
ventory requirement for bristles 2% inches 
or longer, and on the purchases of bristles 
from the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion continue. 

The Civilian Production Administration 
will now consider applications under Gen- 
eral Imports Order M-63 for authorization 
to purchase bristles for shipment to or by 
way of the United States to be shipped 
after December 31, 1945.

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ROTENONE — The Civilian Production 
Administration announced on December 5, 
1945, that the public purchase program for 
the importation of rotenone and rotenone 
bearing materials will be terminated March 
31, 1946, when trade in these commodities 
will be returned to private importers. 

COFFEE — On November 23, 1945, the 
Stabilization Administrator issued Direc- 
tive 87, authorizing the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to pay a subsidy of 
three cents per pound on green coffee im- 
ported into the United States in accordance 
with certain eligibility provisions between 
November 18, 1945, and April 1, 1946. 

Directive 87 authorized and directed the 
O.P.A, to amend Revised Price Schedule No. 
50 so as to increase by three cents per 
pound the maximum price of green coffee 
imported in accordance with the conditions 
prescribed in Directive 87. The O.P.A. 
thereupon issued Amendment 13 to Revised 
Price Schedule No. 50, effective as of 
November 19, 1945, to allow this particular 
three cent increase. 

Directive 87 also authorized and directed 
the Secretary of Agriculture to suspend 
War Food Order 63 with respect to coffee 
until April 1, 1946. On November 29, 1945, 
the Department of Agriculture amended 
WFO-63 to remove raw, green roasted, or 
processed coffee from Appendix A of the 
Order, the amendment being retroactively 
effective November 20, 1945. 

BANANAS — Effective December 8, 1945, 
Amendment 7 to Revised Maximum Price 
Regulation 285 of the O.P.A. introduces 
changes relating to the scope of the Regu- 
lation; the definition of “importer” and 
“continental United States”; and also its 
pricing provisions. 

RYE—Maximum Price Regulation 604 has 
been issued by the O.P.A., effective January 


1, 1946. This Regulation establishes max- 
imum prices for all sales of imported and 
domestic rye. 

CIGARS—A new compilation of Max- 
imum Price Regulation 260, including 
Amendment 15, effective November 26, 1945, 
has been issued by the O.P.A. One of the 
provisions of Amendment 15 relates to the 
Cuban tobacco adjustment. 

INDIA TANNED SHEEPSKINS — Max- 
imum prices at which any person may pur- 
chase, sell or deliver certain weights and 
selections of SPS mark East India tanned 
sheepskins are provided for in Order 6 to 
Revised Maximum Price Regulation 357 of 
the O.P.A., effective December 3, 1945. 


HORSE-HIDES—Amendment 17 to Sup- 
plementary Regulation No. 14E to the Gen- 
eral Maximum Price Regulation of the 
O.P.A., effective December 10, 1945, estab- 
lishes maximum prices for all purchases for 
importation into the continental United 
States, and for all sales after arrival in 
the continental United States of untanned 
horse-hides or pony skins originating in 
South America. The amendment also places 
specific ceiling prices over breakage 
charges on imports and over domestic re- 
sale of the hides. 

FERTILIZERS—tThe O.P.A. has issued a 
compilation of the Second Revised Max- 
imum Price Regulation 135, as amended, 
including Amendment 4, effective November 
26, 1945. This Revised Regulation now 
covers not only mixed fertilizer, super- 
phosphate, and potash which were covered 
by Second Maximum Price Regulation 135 
but also supersedes Revised Maximum Price 
Regulation 108 which formerly covered 
sales to consumers and dealers of domestic 
and imported fertilizers.

GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


UNITED STATES-UNITED KINGDOM 
AGREEMENT—The economic and financial 
discussions between the United States and 
the United Kingdom have resulted in the 
signing, on December 6, 1945, of an agree- 
ment between the two countries which pro- 
vides: (1) a line of credit up to $3,750,000,000 
extended to the United Kingdom; (2) for the 
final settlement of the lend-lease account; 
(3) an agreement on basic long-term com- 


mercial policy. The commercial policy 
agreement calls for opening multilateral 
negotiations covering tariffs, subsidies. 


state trading, cartels, and other types of 
trade barriers. This agreement is subject 
to the approval of the legislatures of both 
countries. 

CHARTER FOR INTERNATIONAL 
TRADE ORGANIZATIOWN—On December 6, 
1945, the Secretary of State made public a 
document containing certain “Proposals for 


Consideration by an International Confer- 
ence on Trade and Employment” which it 
is planned to hold next year to organize 


the International Trade Organization under 
the United Nations Organization. These 
proposals are being submitted to other 
countries for discussion and consideration 
prior to the international conference. At 
the same time, it was announced that the 
United Kingdom is in agreement on all 
important points in these proposals. This 
document is regarded as being of the ut- 
most significance to the future pattern of 
international trade. In general, the purpose 
of the international organization to be or- 
ganized should be to promote national and 
international action for the expansion of 
the production, exchange and consumption 
of goods, for the reduction of tariffs and 
other trade barriers, and for the elimina- 
tion of all forms of discriminatory treat- 
ment in international commerce. 
TELECOMMUNICATION AGREEMENT 
An executive agreement was signed on De- 
cember 4, 1945, between the United States 
and the Governments of the British Com- 
monwealth which provides that as soon as 


possible and not later than April 1, 1946, 
the following maximium rates will be 
eharged for telecommunication messages 
between the countries of the British Com- 


monwealth and the Empire and any point 
in the United States: full-rate, 30 cents; 
code, 20 cents; deferred, 15 cents; night let- 
ters, 10 cents a word. The rates between 
the London and New York terminals remain 
unchanged. Under this agreement, the 


United States is given the right to main- 
tain direct radio circuits with the United 
Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand and fn- 
dia. 

FOREIGN FUNDS CONTROL—The Trea- 
sury Department issued General License 
No. 94, which effects a sweeping relaxation 
of the freezing controls in force since the 
outbreak of the war. Under this license, 
all countries except Portugal, Spain, Swe- 
den, Switzerland, Liechtenstein, Tangier, 
Germany and Japan will hereafter be treated 
in practically all respects as non-blocked 
countries under the general freezing Order. 
All controls are removed over eurrent trans- 
actions with the countries covered by the 
new general license, under which financial 
and commercial transactions with persons 
in those countries are permitted as freely 
as with persons in Great Britain, Canada, 
or other countries in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. However, existing blocked accounts 
of persons within the licensed countries are 
not freed by this license. The‘effective date 
of General License No. 94 is December 7, 
1945, except that it shall be October 5, 1945, 
as to France and November 20, 1945, as to 
Belgium. 

BELGIUM—On November 20, 1945, the 
United States Treasury Department issued 
General License No. 93 which virtually un- 
freezes Belgian funds blocked in this coun- 
try during the war. Consequently, restric- 
tions on current trade remittances, and 
other transactions with Belgium are re- 
moved, but in order to prevent the release 
of assets which may be enemy-owned, prop- 
erty presently blocked because of the inter- 
est of persons within Belgium will remain 
frozen until the Belgian authorities investi- 
gate the ownership and certify that such 
property is actually Belgian-owned.

FINLAND—The Interdepartmental Pro- 
claimed List Committee agreed to abolish 
The Proclaimed List for Finland as of 
November 5, 1945. Actual deletion of all 
Finnish names was made in Cumulative 
Supplement No. 8 to Revision IX of The 
Proclaimed List, issued November 26, 1945. 
The Committee agreed to take this action 
in view of the Finnish Government’s estab- 
lishment of controls over enemy interests 
in Finland and over the trade of Finnish 
nationals. 


BRITISH PURCHASE TAX—The appeal 
of the United States Government from the 
judgment of the U. S. Customs Court sus- 
taining the importer’s contention that the 
British Purchase tax is not properly a part 
of “foreign value” was argued before 
the United States Court of Customs and 
Patent Appeals on December 4, 1945. 

THE PROCLAIMED LIST OF CERTAIN 
BLOCKED NATIONALS—Cumulative Sup- 
plement No. 8 to Revision IX of The Pro- 
claimed List of Certain Blocked Nationals 
was issued November 26, 1945. 


MARINE INSURANCE 


The Transportation and Insurance Com- 
mittee of the National Council of American 
Importers recommends that members care- 
fully review their marine insurance policies 
for the purpose of bringing them up to 
date with respect to the type of goods in- 
sured, voyages, insuring conditions and 
valuations. This recommendation is based 
upon the following comment and informa- 
tion supplied by the Committee: 

“Most marine insurance policies have been 
continued in force during the war and, in 
many cases, their present terms and condi- 
tions will adequately cover the requirements 
of the assured.\ Some policies, however, 
have been inactive in whole or in part, dur- 
ing the war period. An importer may be 
dealing with different commodities or voy- 
ages than he did before the war, whereas 
his policy may be limited to those former 
interests. On the other hand, due to chang- 
ing circumstances, it may prove advisable 
on @ premium basis or otherwise to revise 
the insuring terms on certain types of mer- 
chandise.” 

“In a few policies, the present insured 
valuation may be based on ceiling prices 
and with alteration of these prices it may 
be necessary to change the wording of the 
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valuation clause in the policy.” 

“Underwriters are willing to insure ship- 
ments at any valuation which is satisfac- 
tory to the assured and which will fully 
indemnify the assured in event of loss of 
or damage to the goods by a peril insured 
against, including a fair profit.” 

“The valuation should be high enough to 
cover the landed value of the goods. This 
is important not only to cover damage or 
total loss of the goods themselves, but also 
properly to protect the assured in event of 
a general average loss. Generally speak- 
ing, goods contribute in general average on 
their landed value and since the insurance 
company is liable in general average in the 
proportion that the insured value bears to 
the contributory value, an insured would 
find himself a co-insurer for part of a gen- 
eral average loss if the insured value of 
the goods did not equal or exceed the con- 
tributory value.” 

“It has been customary, however, to in- 
sure most classes of commodities at invoice 
cost, including all charges and prepaid 
freight or guaranteed freight, if any, plus 
a stated percentage. The percentage added 
is usually high enough to cover a reason-

able profit on the goods, so ordinarily there 
is little danger that the goods will be in- 
sured at less than the amount on which 
they would be held to contribute in general 
average. This, however, is a point to be 
kept in mind, especially in the case of com- 
modities which are subject to wide fluctua- 
tions in price.” 

“During the war, the high rates charged 
for war risk insurance made it vitally im- 
portant to include the premiums as a part 
of the valuation and the insurance compa- 
nies are always willing to insure goods for 
an amount sufficient to include the insur- 
ance premiums. If the premiums are spe- 
cifically included, however, it is necessary 
to pay the insurance company premium 
upon premiums, and the computation of the 
value which should be declared to the in- 
surance company may be computed by the 
simple method suggested in our Bulletin 
No. 3333. of November 24, 1944.” 

“Now that war risk rates have been 
drastically reduced, many importers have 
discontinued the custom of having the pre- 
miums included specifically in the valua- 
tion clause. Instead, the percentage to be 
added to the invoice cost, as called for in 
the valuation clause, is increased sufficient- 
ly to cover the highest marine and war risk 
rates that are likely to be charged on their 
shipments. Such a method will give them 
full protection and will simplify the calcu- 
lation of the insured value of the goods to 
be declared to the insurance company.” 

“Of course, other bases of valuations than 
invoice cost, such as value per unit or mar- 
ket value, may be used, the important point 
being that the valuation should be correct- 
ly determined in advance of the attachment 
of any risk under the policy.”

“The Transportation and Insurance Com 
mittee recommends that members examine 
their marine insurance policies to make 
sure that the terms and conditions actually 
meet their present needs, and if there is 
any question about it, they should consult 
their brokers.”

SYNOPSIS OF RECENT DECISIONS 
By Daniel P. McDonald 
Member of the Customs Bar 


EDITOR’S NOTE: We are glad to announce that beginning with this issue of 
the Bulletin, a digest of the more important decisions of the U. S. Customs Court, 
will be a regular feature. Heretofore we have published a Synopsis of the decisions 
of the U. S. Court of Customs and Patent Appeals, as well as a Table of decisions of 
the Customs Courts showing how merchandise was classified by the Collector, rate 
claimed by the importer and rate decided by the Court as being 
correct. Neither the Synopsis nor the Table gives the reason- 
ing of the Court. The new feature will undertake to give the 
reason for the holding of the Court. This new feature will be 
written by Daniel P. McDonald, a member of the Customs Bar. 
Mr. McDonald, for over 20 years, has been keenly interested in 
Customs matters and Foreign Trade, and is well known in 
these circles. 

He entered the Government service under the administra- 
tion of President Wilson, and served in various capacities re- 
lated to Customs and Foreign Trade under Presidents Harding, 
Coolidge, Hoover, and Roosevelt. Since 1934 Mr. McDonald has 
been engaged in private practice of law in New York City, 
principally before the Customs Court and the various Federal 
and State Agencies. During World War II, he was engaged 
in general practice on the staff of White & Case, 14 Wall St., 
New York City. He has now re-opened his own office at 24 State 
St., New York City, where he will devote his attention prin- 
cipally to Customs and Foreign Trade matters. At present 
Mr. McDonald is making a survey for the Bulletin among the Customs House Brokers 
and Foreign Freight Forwarders as to the future of our Foreign Trade. The result of 
this survey will be published in a later issue ade me Bulletin.

CLERICAL ERROR: Lansen-Nave Corp. HENNA in powdered form: J. L. Hopkins 





v. United States. Protest 102122-K-395-43, 
decided Nov. 23. 1945. Opinion by Judge Ek- 
wall. The merchandise consisted of 6480 
Pieces of musical works invoiced at 2 Swiss 
francs each. Before making entry the im- 
porter consulted the Examiner and was 
advised that the correct dutiable value was 
Swiss francs 2.10 each. The invoiced value 
was amended to make market value as fol- 
lows: “6480 pes. Musical Works 1/18 SW. 
FR. 2.50 ea-SW.Frs. 13608.” The Appraiser 
checked the Summary Sheet under the col- 
umn designated “Appraised” which indi- 
cated that the appraised value agreed with 
the entered value. Evidence was admitted 
to the effect that a typist in the plaintiff's 
office in typing the amendment to make 
market value typed Swiss francs 2.50. in- 
stead of Swiss francs 2.10. The Inquiry 
Sheet submitted to the Examiner was ad- 
mitted in evidence. It showed a value of 
Swiss francs 2.10. The Court overruled the 
Government’s contention that under Sec 
520 (c-1), of the Tariff Act of 1930, no re- 
lief could be given and held that the Ap- 
praiser in checking the Summary Sheet 
indicated he understood the extension to be 
at that value, e.g. Swiss francs 2.10 and 
that he appraised the merchandise at Swiss 
francs 2.10 per unit. 


& Co., Inc. v. United States, Protests 95719- 
K-15270-41 ete., decided Nov. 28, 1945. Opin- 
ion by Judge Keefe. Henna powder was 
assessed at 20 per centum under Par. 1558, 
Tariff Act of 1930, as a non-enumerated 
manufactured article. The importer claimed 
it was free of duty under Par. 1670 as an 
article of vegetable origin used for dyeing, 
coloring or staining. Expert testimony was 
introduced showing that the HENNA pow- 
der imparts a color to the hair which would 
not come off and that HENNA was the only 
vegetable dye which would remain indefi- 
nitely because it entered into a chemical 
combination with the hair. The Court over- 
ruled the protest on the ground that Con- 
gress in framing Par. 1670 did not intend 
to include dyes or coloring matter for the 
hair therein.

GRAPHITE: J. F. Starkey & Co. v. United 
States, Protests 99207-K-10191-42 etc. de- 
cided Novy. 28, 1945. Opinion by Judge Keefe. 
The merchandise consisting of GRAPHITE 
or PLUMBAGO from Ceylon was assessed 
at 15 per centum under Par. 213, Tariff Act 
of 1930, as modified by the Trade Agree- 
ment with the United Kingdom, T. D. 
49753, as “crystalline chip graphite.” Im- 
porter claimed it was dutiable at only 5 per

In 
accordance with the usual practice, this 
Final Declaration is being sent to Govern- 
ment Officials and members of the Con- 
gress. The recommendations will be fol- 
lowed up for action by the Council and its 
committees.

ANGLO-AMERICAN AGREEMENT 


The agreement between the United States 
and Great Britain, as announced by the 
Department of State on December 7th, con- 
sists of two parts, one on commercial 
policy, the other on finance. 

Most of the commercial policy declara- 
tions in the “Proposal for Expansion of 
World Trade and Employment” follow 
closely the recommendations that have been 
made repeatedly by the National Foreign 
Trade Council and its Annual Conventions 
over the past ten years. It is gratifying to 
note the inclusion of these recommenda- 
tions in the proposals agreed to by officials 
of both the British and our own Govern- 
ments. 

The financial aspects of the agreement 
are completely new, and involve numerous 
considerations which will require analysis 
to appraise their effect on our near and 
longterm commercial position.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT FOREIGN 
FUNDS CONTROL 


General License No. 94, effective Decem- 
ber 7, 1945 (for France, October 5, 1945, 
and Belgium, November 20, 1945), permits 
immediate resumption of normal financial 
and commercial relations so far as freezing 
regulations are concerned with all blocked 
countries and nationals thereof, excepting 
the following countries and nationals 
thereof: 

Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland, Liechen- 
stein, Tangier, Germany and Japan. 

It should be particularly noted that Gen- 
eral License No. 94 applies only to new 
transactions and does not unblock any 
funds or property already blocked. 

We are advised that American banks 
doing an international business continue in 
possession of Treasury Department Blanket 
Licenses permitting them to handle for their 
clients import and export transactions with 
Portugal, Spain, Sweden and Switzerland. 
It is not necessary, therefore, for importers 
and exporters placing their documents 
through these banks to obtain special 
Treasury Department licenses for their 
trade with these countries.

“Pursuant to the authority of the Surplus 
Property Act of 1944 (58 Stat. 765, 50 U. S. 

. App. Sup. 1611) and 8308.4 hereof and 
to Public Law 181, 79th Congress, It is 
hereby ordered, That: 

1. The Surplus Property Administrator 
hereby approves of the delegation by the De- 
partment of State of its authority as disposal 
agency for surplus property located in the 
Union of South Africa to War Stores Dis- 
posal Board of the Union of South Africa; 
Provided, That such delegation shall contain 
provisions to the effect that the Department 
of State may withdraw such items as it may 
from time to time designate and may re- 
claim any property prior to final disposition; 
that all proposed sales will be submitted to 
the State Department for prior approval or 
veto as to price, purchaser and conditions; 
that disposal will be made subject to such 
conditions as will prevent re-export to the 
United States; that gross proceeds will be 
paid promptly to the State Department; and 
that disposal of United States surplus prop- 
erty will be made with the same care and 
favor accorded to surplus property of other 
origins. 

2. Copies of all instruments delegating dis- 
posal authority pursuant to this order shall 
be filed promptly with the Administrator. 

This order shall become effective on Novem- 
ber 27, 1945. 

This is the first time that a foreign gov- 
ernment agency has been delegated author- 
ity of this nature and the Department of 
State, Office of the Foreign Liquidation 
Commissioner, has supplied us with the 
ary of the provisions of the agree- 
ment.

shows itself it may retard the development 
of international and domestic business. 

Our business men are generally solely 
domestic business-minded, because of a 
good domestic market. Here it is impor- 
tant that whenever we can we should im- 
press upon them the important benefits of 
world trade. Then, too, we find that inter- 
national traders are generally solely ex- 
port-minded. We know that a rapid and 
permanent development of import busi- 
ness is not as easy as that of export trade. 
Pressure groups here will tend to retard 
it. But here again analysis, survey and 
intelligent discussion should ease the way. 
This is a necessary activity to permit the 
liquidation of foreign loans. 

Many of our bankers have little or no 
concept of international finance and for- 
eign trade, and the economics that is part 
of both. This should be a part of every 
bank officer’s education. It broadens his 
concept and should make him more valu- 
able to his bank and community. The 
banker should impress upon his clients who 
wish to enter the field of international 
trade the need to: 


1. Explore for world areas (giving due

consideration to the economic situation 
and government controls) that can best 
use his product, and study the ability of 
such markets to pay for purchases. 


2. Use the facilities of the United States 
Department of Commerce, banks and the 
many other media available to him. 


3. Study his product for improvement 
and manufacturing short cuts to reduce 
costs. 


4. Look over his organization for the 
type of individual best suited, if the poten- 
tial volume permits, to visit the areas and 
procure a better feel of the markets and 
their people. 


In the development of a solid and per- 
manent foreign trade we shall have to do 
much more than promote reciprocal trade 
treaties and grant loans. We- should en- 
courage clients, too, to make broad and 
intensive surveys of markets and poten- 
tial markets for two-way trade—import 
and export. We should lend our aid in 
discouraging the permanent development 
of foreign government purchasing com- 
missions, for they ultimately tend to nar- 
row the field.

CANADIAN PULPWOOD QUOTA 


No decision will be reached on supplemental increases of 1946 Canadian pulpwood 
imports into the United States, above the 1,250,000 cord minimum quota recently estab- 
lished, until the close of the Canadian pulpwood season which usually terminates in June. 

The Civilian Production Administration emphasized that recent public statements 
that a 650,000 cord supplemental allocation for 1946 was considered likely, were without 
foundation. This figure was evidently based on the fact that a 550,000 cord supplemental 
allocation had been made during 1945. 

Any decision on the amount of any Canadian pulpwood allocation rests with the 
Canadian Timber Controller. Pulpwood is still searce, according to Canadian reports, 
largely due to the woods manpower shortage. 


ROTENONE 


The public purchase program for the importation of rotenone and rotenone-bearing 
materials, important botanical agricultural insecticides, will be terminated on March 
31, 1946, and the trade restored to private importers. 

The return of importation of rotenone to private trade is in accord with Civilian 
Production Administration policy of terminating government purchasing as soon as pos- 
sible without jeopardizing the supply of materials essential to the civilian economy. 

The public purchase of rotenone was instituted during the war to insure maximum 
supplies of this vital agrfcultural insecticide from Western Hemisphere sources, follow- 
inz loss of the Far Eastern sources, the principle source before the war. Under the 
public purchase program the imports of rotenone have increased steadily each year from 
the main Western Hemisphere source, Peru. 


COTTON TEXTILES FOR EXPORT 


The Civilian Production Administration announced a change in the rules governing 
deliveries of certain cotton textile items for export purposes. 

Through amendment of Order M-317, the basic cotton order, permission is now 
granted for the delivery, *without ratings, of the limited number of cotton textile items, 
such as sewing thread and certain twines, that have been authorized for export under 
general license. 

The order previously had restricted delivery of cotton textile items for export, with 
a few exceptions, to materials for which preference ratings or individual directions had 
been issued. 

Since ratings are assigned chiefly for those textiles which have been specifically 
programmed by the War Production Board or Civilian Production Administration, M-317 
previously had the effect of “freezing” export of the few cotton textile items that are 
now under general license. 

The Civilian Production Administration said ratings would continue to be used in 
the export of programmed cotton textile items. Purchase orders for the export of such 
items must be accompanied by a certificate indicating that the items will be exported 
or will replace in inventory, to the extent allowed Priorities Regulation 3, cotton tex- 
tiles that have been exported within the previous 90 days. 

In the case of exports of programmed cotton textile items to Canada, the Canadian 
Cotton Administrator’s Serial Number or WPB or Civilian Production Administration 
Form and Case Number must be added to the purchase order. For exports to other 
countries, the Export License Number or the U. S. Treasury Procurement Division Con- 
tract Number must be added. 

Export of all textiles is subject to the regulations of the Office of International 
Trade Operations of the Department of Commerce, which has authorized for export under 
general license certain cotton textile items that may be exported without endangering 
domestic supplies. These items include cotton sewing thread, cotton rope, sash cord and 
twine (except seine). 

Amendment of M-317, which included a number of editorial changes, was accom- 
panied by revision of Order M-317A to conform with the new provisions of M-317. 

Exempted from the export provisions of M-317 are woven or braided fabrics 12 
inches wide or less, remnants shorter than 10 yards, and rag pieces shorter than two 
yards and normally sold by the pound. These items may be delivered for export without 
Civilian Production Administration restrictions.

HAWAIIAN BANANAS 


aximum prices for Hawaiian bananas have been established at the same level 
as dpaan previously established for Mexican and Caribbean bananas. The ceiling price 
of $4 a hundred pounds, delivered at port of entry, for bananas grown in Mexico and 
the Caribbean, also applies to bananas grown in Hawali. This action becomes effective 
December 8. 1945. 

Since shipments of Hawaiian bananas stopped on December 7, 1941, maximum 
prices were not established for them and the pricing regulation covered only imported 
bananas. Shipments of bananas now are beginning to arrive from Hawali and the 
regulation has been changed to include these bananas. (Amendment No. 7 to Revised 
Maximum Price Regulation 285—Imported Fresh Bananas, Sales except at Retail— 


effective December 8, 1945.) 
GREEN COFFEE 


The regulation governing maximum prices at which green coffee may be imported 
has been amended to carry out provisions of the Office of Stabilization Administrator 
directive dealing with subsidy payments:to importers. That directive (OSA: 87, dated 
November 23, 1945) was addressed to the Reconstruction Finance Corporation, the 
Department of Agriculture and OPA, and instructed these agencies to establish a sub- 
sidy program to encourage shipment of six million bags of green coffee to this coun- 
trv to avoid a shortage of coffee during the coming winter months. 

The directive (explained in detail in OSA press release No. 1, dated November 23, 
1945) instructs OPA to increase the maximum prices at which green coffee may be 
imported by three cents a pound. The subsidy will make it possible to maintain pres- 
ent ceiling prices of all coffee sold in this country at their present levels, OPA said. 

The subsidy program applies only to importations made in accordance with specific 
provisions of an agreement entered into by the importer with the RFC and bought 
and shipped to this country between November 19, 1945, and March 31, 1946, OPA 
emphasized. Importations of other coffee will continue to be covered by prices pro- 
vided in Revised Price Schedule 50. (Amendment 13 to Revised Price Schedule 50—Green 
Coffee—effective November 19, 1945.) 


UNTANNED HORSE HIDES & PONY SKINS 


Dollar-and-cent import ceilings have been established for South American untanned 
horse hides and pony skins. Specific ceiling prices also have been placed over broker- 
age charges on imports and over domestic resale of the hides. About one million 
horse hides and pony skins are used in this country every year. More than a third of 
them are imported from South America. They are used in the manufacture of various 
tynes of leather for gloves, shoes ahd garments. Military glove requirements alone 
will account for about 20 per cent of the monthly demand for these hides in 1946. 

The new ceilings continue the prices and brokerage charges in effect when the 
War Production Board lifted import controls on horse hides and pony skins last 
September. While WPB controlled imports through the former Foreign Economic 
Administration, no price action by OPA was necessary. Tanners imported the skins 
directly, usually through brokers. They had to obtain import licenses from FEA, 
specifying top limits on import prices. Now that import controls are off, and tanning 
facilities are becoming more available, competition for the foreign hides will increase. 
The pressure on prices will become heavier. OPA’s action {is designed to prevent 
increases in hide costs and in prices for horse hide leather. 

Separate import price tables are listed for wet salted and dry or dry salted horse 
hides, including pony skins. The brokerage commissions are based on these prices. 
Ceilings also are provided for resales of these hides after arrival in the United States. 

On -application, OPA will issue individual orders setting “in-line” prices for whole 
hides and parts of wet salted hides covered by the action but not subject to specific 
prices. (Amendment 17 to Supplementary Regulation No. 14E to the General Maximum 
Price Regzulation—effective December 10, 1945.)

CONVERSION OF CURRENCY—BRAZILIAN CRUZEIROS 

Reference is made to T. D. 51283 of July 24, 1945, and T. D. 51310 of September 
12. 1945, containing instructions for the disposal of certain cases in which appraise- 
ment has been suspended or liquidation withheld pending the determination of a 
proper rate for the Brazilian curzeiro for customs currency conversion purposes. 

It has been determined that in many cases importers of merchandise from Brazil 
are able to present, at the time of making entry, evidence satisfactory to the collector 
concerned as to the proper rate or the proper percentages of the exchange to which 
the free and official rates are applicable. In such cases it is believed that the interests 
of the Government would be reasonably protected by the collection of estimated 
duties calculated at such rate or proportionate use of rates. 

T. D. 51283 is therefore amended by changing the last sentence thereof to read as 
follows: 

Where, at the time of making entry or upon the acceptance of an amended entry, 
information is presented to the collector or is in his possession which establishes to 
his satisfaction the rate or the proportionate use of the free and official rates for the 
particular importation in accordance with the pertinent requirements of numbered 
paragraphs 2, 3, and 4 of these instructions, deposit of estimated duties or of any 
supplemental estimated duties shall be accepted calculated in accordance .with that 
information. Otherwise the deposit of estimated duties or of supplemental estimated 
duties shall be required on the basis of the official rate of exchange as certified for 
the date of exportation. [T.D. 51341.] 


NOTICE OF TENTATIVE RECORDATION OF TRADE NAME 


An application was filed in the Treasury Department on November 5, 1945, for 
the recordation of the following-described trade name under the provisions of section 
27. Trade-Mark Act of February 20, 1905, and section 11.16, Customs Regulations of 
1943: 
“Pacific Forest Arts,” owned by Pacific Forest Arts, a partnership consisting of 
M. L. Bullard and L. V. Cleworth, citizens of the United States, doing business at 0807 
S. W. Miles Street, Portland 1, Oregon, and used in connection with the manufacture 
and sale of light wooden items such as novelties consisting of turned serving trays, salad 
bowls, lamps, bookends, and analogous products, and Christmas and greeting cards of 
veneer or bark overlaid with copper, light antiqued or hammered metal usually being 
used in combination with such wooden articles. 

The recordation of the foregoing trade name shall. become final at the expiration 
of 30 days after November 27, 1945. Any person who desires to file an opposition to 
the recordation of this trade name shall file it with the Commissioner of Customs prior 
to the expiration of such 30-day period. 

Until the expiration of the above-mentioned 30-day period any articles of foreign 
manufacture bearing names or marks which copy or simulate the above-mentioned 
trade name shall be detained, but not seized, and thereafter shall receive the treatment 
provided for in section 11.17, Customs Regulations of 1943, unless notice of the cancella- 
tion of the recordation is sooner received. [T.D. 51348.]

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ABSTRACTS OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 


('.D. 513611 
The following is a summary of decisions issued by the Bureau of Customs, usually in the form 
of a letter to a Collector of Customs of some Port of Bntry: 
CLASSIFICATION 

Necklaces, and figures which are knickknacks, when in chief value of bleached seeds 
are dutiable at 60 per centum ad valorem and, when in chief value of dyed, colored, 
painted, or chemically treated seeds at 75 per centum ad valorem, all under paragraph 
1518, Tariff Act of 1930, regardless of value, and not at 20 per centum ad valorem under 
paragraph 1558 or at 55 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 1527 (a) (2), as modi- 
fied pursuant to the Mexican Trade Agreement. As this ruling will result in the assess- 
ment of duty at higher rates than have heretofore been assessed under uniform prac- 
tices, it shall be applied only to such or similar merchandise entered for consumption 
or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption after January 6, 1946. Bureau letters to 
collector of customs, Chicago, Ill., July 11, 1945 (C. I. E. 332/45), and to collector of 
customs, New York, N. Y., November 27, 1945. (427.6) 

, DOCUMENTATION OF VESSELS 

Documentation of vessels formerly numbered.—When the owner of a vessel formerly 
numbered as an undocumented motorboat applies for documentation and it is imprac- 
ticable to present bills of sale in recordable form from all prior owners, a request for 
a waiver of the requirements for the production of a complete chain of title in recordable 
form under section 3.17 (b), Customs Regulations of 1943, may be transmitted to the 
Bureau by the collector in the form of a notation a an remarks on the designation of 
home port to the effect that the vessel has heen numbered as a motorboat; that a tran- 
script of the records of the United States Coast Guard while it was so numbered has been 
presented; and that the collector is of the opinion that the applicant has legal title. 
sureau letter to collector of customs, Baltimore, Md., October 19, 1945. (211.1) 

DEPARTURE OF VESSELS 

Departure of vessel—trial run.—Section 37 (e), Shipping Act, 1916, as amended—the 
Maritime Commission has ruled that considering the purpose of the law requiring 
Maritime Commission-approval of departure of undocumented vessels it is not believed 
that the making of an ordinary trial trip of a vessel newly constructed and prior to 
documentation constitutes the departure of a vessel from a United States port within 
the purview of section 37 (e), Shipping Act, 1916, as amended (46 U. S. C. 835 (e)). Letter 
to collector of customs, Boston, Mass., October 31, 1945. (211.15) 

Tonnage tax; vessel exempt from payment.—Although T. D. 51133 (2) provides that 
a vessel owned by or under bareboat charter to the War Shipping Administration is not 
engaged in trade and is not subject to the payment of tonnage tax merely because of the 
transportation, among others, of an officer or employee of the United States, in view of 
present conditions the exemption referred to shall be allowed only when satisfactory 
evidence that the officer or employee is traveling at Government expense is presented to 
the collector. So much of T. D. 51133 (2) as is in conflict herewith is superseded. 
Bureau letter to collector of customs, Boston, Mass., October 30, 1945. (214.1) 


. MISCELLANEOUS 

Computation of time limits; Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays.—When a customs 
office is closed to general customs business on Saturdays under the authority of section 
1.8 (a), Customs Regulations of 1943, as amended by T. D. 51321, the rule heretofore 
observed as to Sundays and holidays shall also include Saturdays so that when a period 
of not less than 7 days within which an act is required to be performed is prescribed 
by statute and the last day of that period falls on a Saturday, Sunday, or a holiday, 
the act must bé done on or before the last preceding regular business day. When the 
period for the performance of an act is prescribed by statute and is less than 7 days, or 
when the period for the performance of an act is prescribed by regulation only, and in 
cither case the last day of the period falls on a Saturday, Sunday, or holiday, the per- 
formance of the act shall be considered timely if done on the first succeeding day on 
which the customs office is open for general customs business. Bureau letter to collector 
of customs, New York, N. Y., October 15, 1945. (344.11) 


AMERICAN VESSELS IN FOREIGN TRADE 


On and after December 18, 1945, Public Law 200 (T.D. 50981) which temporarily 
suspended Section 466 of the Tariff Act of 1930, becomes ineffective. 

Therefore, on and after December 18, 1945, when the master of a vessel documented 
under the laws of the United States to engage in the foreign or coasting trade or 
intended to be employed in such trade, makes entry for his vessel, he shall make an 
affidavit in duplicate on customs Form 3415 or 3417 as to whether or not any equipment, 
repair part, or material has been purchased for the vessel, or any expense for repairs 
has been incurred, in a foreign country. 

Entry on customs Form 7535 shall be made for such equipment or repairs and esti- 
mated duties deposited or a bond on customs Form 7567 or 7569 given therefor before 
the vessel shall be allowed clearance te cover all equipment or repairs made abrond on 
or after December 18, 1945, except that vessels owned by the United States, although 
subject to the provisions of the said Section 466, shall be allowed to proceed without 
the deposit of duties or the filing of a bond if operated by the United States Maritime 
Commission or a similar agency of the United States or if operated by private parties 
under an agreement providing that such an agency shall pay duties accruing under such 
Section 466. Vessels owned by the United States and operated by private parties who 
are liable by agreement for duties accruing under Section 466 shall be treated in all 
respects the same as privately owned vessels. 

No consular invoice shall be required, but the master shall file with the entry 
receipts showing the costs of the items enumerated in the said Section 466. If, however, 
it is impracticable to produce such receipts at the time of entry, liquidation of the entry 
shall be suspended pending the furnishing of a complete account of the items liable to 
duty.

CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


Note——In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for_exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid..

ENTRY OF CUBAN FILLER AND SCRAP TOBACCO—QUOTA 


The procedure as set forth herein shall be followed for the control of the tariff-rate 
quota prescribed in the Cuban Trade Agreement (T.D. 47232, as modified by T.D.’s 50050 
and 60541) on Cuban filler tobacco, not specially provided for, other than cigarette leaf 
tobacco, unstemmed or stemmed, and scrap tobacco, entered for consumption or with- 
drawn from warehouse for consumption during the calendar year 1946. 

Provision shall be made for the simultaneous acceptance of entries and withdrawals 
for consumption of Cuban filler and scrap tobacco subject to the quota on January 2, 
1945, at 12 noon, e.s.t.; 11 a.m., c.s.t.; 10 a.m., m.s.t.; and 9 a.m., P.s.t. 

Entries and withdrawals for consumption of the quota class of Cuban tobacco may 
be accepted at the quota rates of duty, providing the delivery permit is not delivered 
to the importer or his agent pending determination by the Bureau of their quota status. 
If delivery of the permit is desired before such determination, importers shall be 
required to deposit estimated duties at the rates in effect on August 24, 1934. 

In order to expedite the determination of the quota status of entries and withdrawals 
for consumption of such tobacco the collectors shall record each entry and withdrawal 
accepted on January 2, 3, and 4 on customs Form 3161, showing the exact standard time 
of acceptance, and mail the report to the Bureau at the close of business on January 4. 
The collectors in all districts shall forward promptly to the comptrollers for the same 
period an appropriate schedule accompanied by the entires so filed or, if no entries were 
filed. a notice to that effect. 

The comptrollers of districts having entries or withdrawals of quota-class tobacco shall 
furnish the Bureau a preliminary report for the period January 2 to 4, inclusive, on the 
schedule provided for in Bureau of Customs circular letter of February 17, 1937, by 
airmail. Such data shall also be incorporated in the regular monthly schedule. 

In order that the Bureau may be in a position to determine the exact amount of euch 
tobacco that may be released, the collectors shall report on Form 3161 in the “Per 
Return” column the weights which have been or will be used in the liquidation of the 
entries, except that in the case of stemmed filler and scrap the reported weights shall 
be 133 per centum of the liquidation weights. [C/E 2510.]

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WAR FOOD ORDER 63 


The Production and Marketing Administration of the Department of Agriculture, 
which administers War Food Order 63, has called attention to the form WFO-63-1 which 
is required to be filed with collectors of customs in duplicate upon the arrival in the 
United States of any foods listed in the order. 

The Administration asks that collectors of customs be requested to use every effort 
to see that these forms are filled out in their entirety when filed. Your cooperation with 
the Administration in this matter is desired. 

The Administration also directs attention to the fact that certain shipments entered 
through Canadian ports as gifts or imported for personal use are being held by customs 
authorities unless the items are covered by import authorizations under War Food Order 
63, notwithstanding the fact that paragraph (b)(5)(v) exempts from import control foods 
listed on Appendix A of the order if such foods are consigned as a gift or imported for 
personal use when the value of each consignment or shipment is less than $100. The 
Administration requests that this point also be brought to the attention of collectors 
of customs concerned. [C/L 2379, Supplement No. 59.] 








War Food Order 63 has been amended, effective December 8, 1945, as follows: 

(a) Deletion of the item “fish scrap and fish meal,” with substitution therefor of the 
designation “Fish scrap and fish meal, excluding fish scales.” 

(b) Footnote 4 is being placed after the following designation in Appendix A: 

“Cod, haddock, hake, pollock and cusk, pickled or salted (except in oil, etc., and in 
airtight containers, weighing. with contents, not over 15 pounds each) 1, 2.” 

The footnote is explained as follows: “All cod, haddock, hake, pollock, and cusk, 
pickled or salted (except in oil, ete., and in airtight containers, weighing, with contents, 
not over 15 pounds each), imported into Puerto Rico or the Virgin Islands from the 
Dominion of Canada or Newfoundland, are exempted from the Provisions of WFO-63.” 
[C/iL, 2379. Supplement No. 59.1 


The Bureau is informed that effective November 15, 1945, an amendment to War 
Food Order 63 will accomplish a deletion from or revision of Appendix “A” of War 
Food Order 63 as follows:

“Sugar-containing products, composed of 40 percent or more by weight of sugar?” 
revised to read: 

“Sugar-containing products, containing cane or beet sugar in any quantity 
or containing in any quantity any ingredient in which cane or beet 
sugar was used in the manufacture of the ingredient”. 

The Production and Marketing Administration of the Department of Agriculture 
states that the elimination of Designation (2) from the ten meat products removes the 
restriction on direct shipments of these products to Puerto Rico from other areas but 
continues the control over shipments to Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands transshipped 
through the United States by retention of the items on the order. Direct shipments of 
these products to the United States from foreign areas or transshipments through Puerto 
— or the Virgin Islands for the United States will continue to require import authori- 
zation. 

The Administration also states that the revision in sugar-containing products will 
provide control under the order over and product regardless of the quantity of cane or 
beet sugar contained therein and regardiess of the quantity of cane or beet sugar which 
may have been used in the manufacture of any ingredient which was then used in the 
production of the sugar-containing product. [C/L 2379, Supplement No. 55.]

AMENDMENT TO U. S. MARITIME COMM. GEN. ORDER NO. 58 


There is quoted below United States Maritime Commission General Order No. 58, as 
amended, effective at 12:01 a.m., E.S.T., November 16, 1945 (46 CFR 221.6): 

Section 221.6. Approval of certain sales, leases, charters, deliveries, or transfers of 
vessels of less than one thousand gross to aliens or agreements therefor; of transfer to 
foreicn registry and flag; of contracts for construction of such vessels for aliens; and 
of the departure of such vessels from United States ports before United States docu- 
mentation. The United States Maritime Commission hereby approves, under Section 37 
of the Shipping Act, 1916, as amended (40 Stat. 301; 46 U.SC. 835). 


(a) the sale, mortgage, lease, charter, delivery, or transfer, and agreement for the 
sale, mortgage, lease, charter, delivery or transfer to any person not a citizen of the 


United States of any vessel or interest therein, owned in whole or in part by any person 
a citizen of the United States or by a corporation organized under the laws of the United 
States or of any State, Territory, District, or possession thereof, which vessel is under 
one thousand tons gross and is not documented under the laws of the United States or 
the last documentation of which was not under the laws of the United States;

(c) the entrance into any contract, agreement, or understanding to ccnstruct a 
vessel of less than one thousand tons gross within the United States for, or to be 
delivered to, a person not a citizen of the United States; and 

(d)! the departure from any port of the United States of any vessel of less than one 
thousand tons gross which was constructed in whole or in part within the United States 
has not been documented under the laws of the United States, and has never cleared for

REGULATIONS UNDER THE INSECTICIDE ACT OF 1910 


To accord with amendments of the regulations prescribed jointly by the Secretary 
of Agriculture, the Secretary of Commerce, and the Secretary of the Treasury, relating 
to the importation of insecticides, paris greens, lead arsenates, and fungicides (7 CFR. 
part 161), published in the Federal Register of October 9, 1945, Appendix XI, Customs 
Regulations of 1943, is revised as follows: 

Section 161.2 (c) is amended to read as follows: 

(c) “Administrator” means the Assistant Administrator for Regulatory and Mar- 
ket Service matters, Production and Marketing Administration, United States Department 
of Agriculture, or any officer or employee of that administration to whom he has hereto- 
fore lawfully delegated or to whom he may hereafter lawfully delegate the authority to 
act in his stead. 

Section 161.2 is amended by adding after paragraph (i) thereof, the following: 

(j) “Production and Marketing Administration” means the Production and Marketing 
Administration, United States Department of Agriculture. 

Wherever the words “Agricultural Marketing Administration” appear in part 161, 
they are deleted and the words “Production and Marketing Administration” are substi- 
tuted therefor.

For operating purposes, the Division is divided into four units: Construction Statistics 
Unit, Construction Economic Unit, Foreign Construction Uunit, and Construction Prac- 
tices Unit. The responsibilities of these units may be outlined as follows: 

1. Construction Statistics Unit (William H. Shaw, Chief). This Unit will compile 
and release basic construction statistics. In the coming months it will emphasize four 
classes of data: Monthly estimates of construction activity by detailed types of construc- 
tion for the nation as a whole, regional and state estimates of construction volume, 
construction materials, both in terms of availability and of amounts used in different 
types of construction, and indexes of construction costs. 

The data compiled by the Construction Statistics Unit will be released monthly in 
its Industry Report on Construction and Construction Materials. The Unit is anxious to 
receive the opinions of business men as to the usefulness of this report and as to the 
types of data they would like to see in it. 

2. Construction Economics Unit (Chief to be appointed). This Unit will conduct 
special studies and research in economic problems associated with achieving sustained 
high levels of construction. 

3. Foreign Construction Unit (J. Joseph W. Palmer, Chief). This Unit will devote 
itself to the promotion of American participation in foreign construction. 

4. Construction Practices Unit (Chief to be appointed). This Unit will have as its 
main objectives the promotion of year-round construction, the removal of restrictive 
clauses in building codes and the analysis of restrictive clauses in construction Manage- 
ment-Labor contracts. In addition, it will handle all inquiries relating to construction 
practices and techniques and to the trade promotional activities of the Division. 


INDOCHINA 


An ordinance and an order issued August 31, 1945, by the French Government pro- 
vided for the creation of a Supply Center for Indochina. The new agency will be at- 
tached to the Ministry of Colonies, and will be headed by a director to be appointed by 
the Minister of Colonies. Its provisional head office will be at Paris, although it may 
eventually be transferred elsewhere. The Supply Center may also set up agencies in 
the principal ports of embarkation and transit as well as in Indochina itself. A man- 
aging council of 15 members, three of whom are to be Indochinese, will be appointed 
by the Ministers of Colonies and of Finance. 

The Supply Center’s functions will be to purchase all food and other essential goods 
necessary for the Indochinese people after liberation, to arrange for their transportation, 
and to sell them to purchasers who will be designated by the competent local authori- 
ties. In the United States, the French Colonial Agency with headquarters at 111 Broad- 
way, New York City. acts for the Supply Center. ; 


ARMY RELEASES STATEN ISLAND PIER FOR FOREIGN-TRADE ZONE 


Plans are under way to restore the New York Foreign-Trade Zone to its former 
location at Stapleton, Staten Island. The initial step was the signing of an order by 
Secretary Wallace as Chairman of the Foreign-Trade Zones Board for the transfer of 
a segment of the temporary foreign-trade zone located on Pier 53, North River, to Pier 
16, Staten Island, which was a part of the original zone. 

Shortly after Pearl Harbor the Army acquired the facilities of the foreign-trade 
zone for an embarkation depot and during the war thousands of American soldiers, with 
their equipment, embarked there for overseas. With the defeat of the Axis nations, 
many returning soldiers landed on American soil in the area which formerly comprised 
Foreign-Trade Zone No. 1. 

Last month the Army declared a part of this embarkation depot surplus and Pier 16 
again became available for use as a part of the foreign-trade zone. This plier, which 
contains about 3 times as much storage space as Pier 53, North River, will provide much 
needed room for the rapid expansion of the zone which is expected shortly. 

As soon as other piers in the original zone site are released by the military authori- 
ties, all temporary zone activities now carried on at Piers 72, 73 and 74, North River, 
will be returned to Staten Island.

Certain countries have indicated an unwillingness to accept dutiable articles in 
packages prepaid at the letter rate of postage, or articles mailed under the classification 
of “small packets.” Parcels are restricted to certain maximum dimensions and to 11 


pounds maximum weight. 


One parcel per week is permitted from the same sender to 


the same addresse, except for Greece, where they are restricted to one every two weeks.

PARTIAL SHIPMENTS AGAINST PHILIPPINE REGISTRY NUMBERS 


With reference to partial shipments against Philippine registry numbers, the Office 
of International Trade Operations informs us that a decision has just been made per- 
mitting partial shipments to be made against the same registry numbers as a uniform 
practice at all customs offices. The need for this arose from the fact that some offices 
were accepting partial shipments against the same registry number and others were 
not, It will no longer be necessary now to obtain a new registration number in making 
a further shipment against an order for the Philippines for which partial shipment has 
already been made. 

This decision does not, of course, authorize the misuse of registry numbers and ans 
attempts to use partial shipments as a device for sending additional new shipments may 
result in a further limitation on this liberalization of administrative practice. 


EXPORT-IMPORT BANK OF WASHINGTON—GENERAL POLICY 
STATEMENT 


The recent expansion of the lending authority of the Export-Import Bank under 
the terms of the Export-Import Bank Act of 1945 has accentuated the need for a com- 
prehensive statement of its general policies. This statement was prepared in the light 
of both the established practices of the Bank and the new problems of foreign-trade 
financing growing out of the transition from war to peace. The purpose of the statement 
is to provide the public with information on the facilities of the Bank and on the policies 
which guide its operations.

WALLACE NAMES ARTHUR PAUL TO DIRECT INTERNATIONAL 
TRADE ACTIVITIES 


Secretary of Commerce Henry A. Wallace announced December 4 the appointment 
of Arthur Paul, Director of the Office of International Trade Operations in the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, as an Assistant to the Secretary with responsibility for providing 
general direction over all international trade activities of the Department. , 

In making the appointment, Mr. Wallace pointed out that Congress has declared it 
to be the policy of the United States to seek international agreement and cooperation 
for the reduction of barriers to international trade and for the expansion and balanced 
growth of international trade. ; 

“As the agency of Government primarily charged with the promotion and develop- 
ment of our foreign and domestic commerce, this Department is directly concerned with 
this policy, and I consider it to be our clear responsibility to take the initiative in imple- 
menting it and assuring its effectuation 11 cooperation with the Department of State 
and.other appropriate agencies,” he said. “Pending completion of our departmental 
reorganization, this responsibility requires immediate arrangements within the Depart 
ment to centralize the direction of all its activities concerned with the expansion of 
foreign trade.” 

In his new capacity as Assistant to the Secretary, Mr. Paul will continue as Direc- 
tor of the Office of International Trade Operations, which is that part of the former 
Foreign Economic Administration that was transferred to the Department of Commerce 
a few weeks ago by executive order. 

In naming Mr. Paul to the new post, Secretary Wallace instructed him “to assist in 
the formulation of our foreign economic and commercial policy; to represent the Depart- 
ment in connection with the proposed International Trade Organization and all other 
economic, financial, and trade agencies and conferences in the international field; and 
generally to develop and assist in the execution of aggressive plans for achieving a high 
level of foreign trade on a sustained basis.” 

Mr. Paul was also designated as the Department’s representative on the Executive 
Committee on Economic Foreign Policy, and as the Secretary’s alternate on the National 
Advisory Council on International Monetary and Financial Problems. 

Pointing out that the Office of International Trade Operations had had a great dea! 
of experience with world-wide commercial relations, and that the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce had a large store of useful technical knowledge in the field of 
foreign trade, Mr. Wallace said that “we have now in the Department the staff nucleus 
with the requisite ‘know-how’ to embark on an immediate and effective program to 
enlarge American foreign trade from the standpoint of both exports and imports.” 

In his letter designating Mr. l’aul as his assistant, Secretary Wallace said: ‘“‘While 
administratively the present organization pattern of the Department must prevail, I 
want you to arrange an integration of the functions and staff of the Office of International 
Trade Operations and those of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce concerned 
primarily with international trade matters, toward the objective of a single unified pro- 
gram and operations. This will involve, principally, the Bureau’s Division of International 
Economy and those units of the Division of Commercial and Economic Information dealing 


with foreign t89°." FOREIGN TRADE AIDED IN BUREAU SHIFT 


Carrying out the basic operational program outlined by Secretary Henry A. Wallace, 
the Department of Commerce announced a reorganization plan setting up a new foreign 
trade agency. 

The new international trade division will serve foreign traders much more activels 

Part of the personnel of the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce will be 
merged with that of the Office of International Trade Operation, thus bringing in much 
current activity to supplement the traditional foreign trade activities. 

Inquiry at the department also indicated that the “geographic staff,” that is the 
regional or country specialists, generally will be associated with the new foreign trade 
agency while the commodity specialists will function within the domestic division of the

$ 319.37-2d Seeds of Hibiscus esculentus may be entered only under permit.—lt has 
been determined by the Secretary of Agriculture that okra (Hibiscus esculentus) seed may 
be infested with the pink bollworm (Pectinophora gossypiella Saund.), an insect estab- 
lished in only a limited area of this country, but present in most commercial cotton- 
growing areas of the world. H. eseulentus seed are now admitted from foreign countries 


without inspection in accordance with the provisions of § 319.37-2 [Regulation 2 of the 
Rules and Regulations Supplemental to Nursery Stock, Plant, and Seed Quarantine No. 37]. 
Since no inspection is made of these seed to determine the presence of injurious insects 


and consequently no treatment is given to eliminate such infestations when they exist. 
importations of these seed constitute a pest risk. 

It is therefore hereby ordered that, in accordance with the proviso of § 319.37-2 okra 
(Hibiscus esculentus) seed, including seed in dried seed pods, may be imported from al) 
foreign countries and localities on and after October 8, 1945, only under permit and upon 
compliance with the provisions of § 319.37-3 (e) (7 CFR Cum. Sup. §319.37-3 (e)) govern- 
ing the entry of tree and shrub seeds.

ENTRIES OF SUGAR FROM OFFSHORE AREAS THROUGH NOV. 30, 1945 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture announced that the quantity of sugar entered 
for consumption from all offshore areas during January-November amounted to 4,676,521 
short tons, raw value. For the corresponding period last year the quantity entered 
totaled 5,070,299 tons. The figures are subject to change after final outturn weights 
and polarization data for all entries are available. 

A total of 188,072 short tons of sugar, raw value, was marketed by the mainland 
cane area and 861,415 tons by the continental beet area during January-October as com- 
pared with 259,345 tons and 969,575 tons, respectively, during the same period of 1944.

COMMITTEE ON RECIPROCITY INFORMATION—STATE DEPT.—Continued from page 4 
of such other agencies as the Secretary of State may designate on the recommendation 
of the Committee. The Chairman of the Committee shall be designated from among 
the members of the Committee by the Secretary of State. 

Section 301.2 Functions .f Committee. The Committee shall accord reasonable pppor- 
unity to interested persons to present their views on any proposed or existing trade 
agreement or any aspect thereof. 

Section 301.3 Office of Committee. The office of the Committee shall be at the Tariff 
Commission Building, Eighth and E Streets, N. W., Washington 25, D. C., and shall be 
open on each business day, Monday through Friday, from 8:45 a.m. to 5:15 p.m. (The 
office is not open on Saturday.) 

Section 301.4 Confidential information. All information submitted to the Commit- 
tee by interested parties other than that presented at public hearings is confidential 
and for the use only of the Committee and the interdepartmental trade agreements 
organization. 

Section 301.5 Action taken upon Information received. All information submitted t« 
the Committee, written and oral, is digested for the use of and distributed to all govern- 
mental organizations directly concerned with trade agreement matters, or with the par- 
ticular subject matter to which the information relates. 5 

Section 301.6 Publication of notices. Concurrently with the formal notice published 
by the Department of State of intention to negotiate trade agreements with foreign 
countries, the Committee publishes notices of the time during which views in writing 
may be presented, together with the time set for the hearing of oral presentation of 
views. Such notices are published in the FEDERAL REGISTER, the Department of 
State Bulletin, the weekly Treasury Decisions, and the Foreign Commerce Weekly. 


RULES APPLICABLE TO WRITTEN PRESENTATION OF VIEWS 

Section 302.1 Time and place of submission. Notices of the time during which views 
in writing may be presented for consideration prior to negotiation of a trade agreement 
are published concurrently with the formal notice of intention to negotiate the agree- 
ment. Views in writing should be addressed to the Committee for Reciprocity Infor- 
mation, Tariff Commission Building, Washington 25, D. C. Views in writing can be 
assured of full consideration only if received by the Committee before the close of the 
period announced for their submission to the Committee. 

Section 302.2 Number of copies. Written views must be submitted in not less than 
ten copies. 

Section 302.3 Form of submission. No special forms are required in presentation 
of written views to the Committee other than that they shall be legibly typed, printed, 
= mimeographed, and at least one copy of those submitted sha!l be under oath or affirma- 

on. 


RULES APPLICABLE TO ORAL PRESENTATION OF VIEWS 


Section 303.1 Request for permission to present oral testimony. Requests to present 
oral views to the Committee at public hearings must be made prior to the expiration of 
the time for submitting such requests and will be granted only if written views have 
been submitted by or on behalf of the person making the request. Oral presentations 
should supplement information contained in written views. 

Section 303.2 Notice of permission to present oral testimony. After receipt and 
consideration of requests to present oral testimony, the Committee will notify the appli- 
cant whether or not the request is granted, and, if so, the time and place of the hearing. 

Section 303.3 Oath. All oral statements made to the Committee at public hearings 
shall be under oath or affirmation. 

Section 303.4 Presentation of oral testimony other than at publie hearings. Persons 
desiring to make oral presentations to the Committee other than at public hearings may 
request an informal conference with the Committee. Such conference may be arranged 
for discussion of any phase of trade agreement matters, and request therefor should be 
accompanied by a statement of the reason for the application. Ten copies of such 
Statement should be submitted to the Committee.

RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORTS OF FOODS CONTAINING SUGAR 


On June 17, 1945, the Secretary of Agriculture issued Amendment No. 3 to WFO 63 
providing, among other things, that no person may import, receive or offer to receive on 
consignment for importation, or make any contract or other arrangement for the import- 
ing of any food listed in Appendix A to the order without first having applied for an 
authorization on Form WPB No. 1041—“Application to Import,” which forms may be 
obtained by writing to the Department of Agriculture, Production and Marketing Admin- 
istration, Washington, D. C., Attention WFO-63. 

The original order applied to all cordials and liqueurs containing 50 per cent or more 
of sugar. This order was modified at a later date to apply to such products of not more 
than 40 per cent sugar, and under date of November 13, 1945, Amendment No. 6 in effect 
excludes from importation into the United States any alcoholic beverage containing any 
sugar derived from cane or beet. 

The entire subject has been discussed by the Association with the Department of 
Agriculture. It is believed that the provisicns of WFO 63-6 will not be applied to any 
imports of wines, whiskies, brandy, etc. The order, however, is being applied to all 
imports of cordials and liqueurs. It is, therefore, recommended that all importers who 
may hove established letters of credit for the importation of cordials and liqueurs, or 
who may have such items en route to the United States, or who may desire to import 
such items, apply immediately to the address given above so that the Department of 
Agriculture may have before it all of the facts, including such information as may be 
needed by the Department to determine if authorizations will be issued for the particular 
importations, The statement issued by the Department of Agriculture on this subject 
said, among other things, “Extension of provisions controlling sugar-containing products 
is designed to prevent diversion of sugar, thereby increasing quantities of direct con- 
sumption sugar imports to this country.” 

Please understand that all shipments which were in customs bond, or were afloat 
prior to November 15, 1945, are not included in the order and undoubtedly may be with- 
drawn from customs custody without interference except for the production of such 
evidence as may be needed to show that the particular importation was shipped from a 
foreign country prior to November 15, 1945. With respect to all other importations, 
however, applications for authorization must be filed and, according to the information 
furnished the Association, unless authorization has been granted to the importer, the 
merchandise in question will not be permitted entry into the United States. 

The Association has communicated with both the Department of State and the 
Department of Agriculture since it is difficult to understand this sudden control on imports 
of cordials and liqueurs in the light of the objective given in the statement issued by the 
Department of Agriculture. [Letter No. 147.] 


OVER PAYMENT OF DUTY 


One of the members of this Association was assessed the full duty on part of an 
importation of Jamaica rum even though the portion of the shipment in question was 
withdrawn from customs custody after June 3, 1935, when the duty was reduced 50 per 
cent in accordance with the terms of the Haitian trade agreement. The importer was 
not able to obtain a refund of the assessed duty paid and the Association communicated 
with the Commissioner of Custonis on the general subject of relief for importers when 
an impreper duty had been assessed by the Government. In a letter from the Commis- 
sioner of Customs on the subject, the only legal remedy provided against improper 
assessments by the Tariff Act is in section 514, which details the process to be followed 
by an importer in the filing of written protests against any improper assessments or with 
respect to claims or disagreements with the collector’s action. Although section 520 ot 
the Tariff Act authorizes the correction of clerical errors if discovered one year after 
the date of entry, the provision of law does not permit the correction of errors of law or 
errors of judgment. The Commissioner, in his communication, holds that the error was 
one of law. Importers are, therefore, advised that since the proVisions in the Tariff Act 
of 1930, as amended, afford no relief with respect to over-payment of taxes due to errone- 
ous assessments made by collectors of customs, they must employ the provision set forth 
in section 514 of the Tariff Act of 1930, which affords importers 60 days from the date 
of liquidation for the filing of protests. . Importers are further advised that the Associa- 
tion intends to present this matter to the attention of the appropriate Congressional 
committees if the administrative provisions of the Tariff Act are ever considered for 
revision. The Association believes it to be unjust for an importer to have to pay a higher 
duty than contemplated by law, and believes that wherever such cases occur, the Tariff 
Act should provide for refund of such exactions. In the particular case at hand, there 
was no difference of opinion as to the classification of the merchandise. The entire diffi- 
culty arose because the full duty was assessed on a portion of the importation which was 
withdrawn from customs after the dutv had heen reduced 50 per cent. [Letter No. 147.] 
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CLAIMS FOR INDEMNIFICATION AGAINST GERMANY 


The Association took up with the Department of State the filing of claims by impor- 
ters who had sustained losses because the German authorities had seized merchandise 
belonging to such importers, which were stored in Holland when it was occupied by the 
Jerman army. A letter was received from the Department which gives in a general way 
the procedure to be followed by United States companies having such claims. [Letter 
No. 147.1 


COMPOSITION AND LABELING OF DOMESTIC CORDIALS OR LIQUEURS 
MADE FROM WHISKY 


Under date of December 4, 1945, Stewart Berkshire, Deputy Commissioner of the 
Zureau of Internal Revenue, issued AT-Circular No. 843, dealing with the Composition 
and Labeling of Rye Liqueur (Cordial), Bourbon Liqueur (Cordial), Rye Malt Liqueur 
(Cordial), and Malt Liqueur (Cordial). Importers interested in the domestic production 
of any of these items should correspond with Commissioner Berkshire on the subject. Of 
interest to importers, however, is the presumption that the new regulation will also 
govern the importation of similar liqueurs. The Association has already communicated 
with Commissioner Berkshire on this matter, and importers will be advised further as 
to any decisions or rulings issued governing the importation of liqueurs made from 
whisky. [Letter No. 147.1 


REINSTATEMENT OF MAXIMUM PRICES ON CERTAIN ITEMS 


The Office of Price Administration announced on December 10, effective immediately, 
the reinstatement of ceiling prices on imported whisky-flavored or whisky-based cordials, 
liqueurs and specialties, off price control since August 15, 1945. 

The Office of Price Administration stated that these items usually contain some 
imported whisky and are marketed under brand names and labels similar to those under 
which imported packaged whisky is sold, and as a result are sometimes confused with 
imported whisky by the public. In the absence of price controls they thus would be able 
to command whisky for their manufacture, at the expense of imported whisky which 
has been under price control continuously since 1942, the agency explained. [Letter No. 
147.1 _— ni@ Bi.) 


REGISTRATION OF LABELS—STATE OF MINNESOTA 


Mr. Ear! G. Haskin, Liquor Control Commissioner of the State of Minnesota, has 
advised the Association that he has modified his regulations dealing with the registration 
of imperted brands of wines and spirits which are shipped into the State of Minnesota, 
in such a way as to provide that where imported brands of wines and spirits had not been 
shipped into the State within the time limit originally set by the regulations because of 
interference of the war, no additional registration fee of $10 will be required with respect 
to those brands which were registered prior to the war. It is the understanding of the 
Association that this period applies to brands which were registered with the State two 
years prior to December 7, 1941, and that such brands will not be required to pay a new 
fee of $10. 

Commissioner Haskin has also advised the Association that where a change in the 
front label is limited to a change in alcoholic content or proof or vintage date, the item 
shall not be construed as a new item and new registration will not be required. It is 
suggested that importers shipping to the State of Minnesota obtain from their distribu- 
tors copies of the new regulations for their guidance. It is understood that the require- 
men for the filing of analyses have not been waived. Extra copies of this letter may be 
obtained by writing the Association.

N. Y. CUSTOMS BROKERS ASSOCIATION STILL ATTRACTING 
OUT-OF-TOWN FIRMS 


Continuing its surge of activity, the New York Customs Brokers Association has 
accepted for membership 17 additional out-of-town firms. The organization, headed 
by Walter J. Mercer, recently amended its by-laws to permit membership of licensed 
Custom House Brokers outside the metropolitan area, 

It is the purpose of the New York Customs Brokers Association to operate as 
a body with a national representation, thus obtaining a greater measure of recogni- 
tion from those with whom the organization comes in contact—men in business and 
Government. The association has expressed a desire to act, not as a competitive or- 
ganization, but as one whose strength will be used for the good of all in the industry.

1558, as non-enumerated manufactured arti- 
cle. A Government chemist testified that 
the merchandise consisted of synthetic 
phenolic resin cemented to a piece of gala- 
lith, the proportions being approximately 
80 per cent resin and 20 per cent galalith. 
He also testified that the resin had no filler 
and did not serve as a binding agent. The 
Court sustained the protest following THE 
FAN CO. et al. v. UNITED STATES, Ab- 
stract 49907.

TOYS-FUR DOGS: Chinn Dry Goods Co. v. 
United States, Protest 90489-K-72060 etc., 
decided Nov. 30, 1945. Opinion by Presiding 
Judge Oliver. The merchandise was invoiced 
as “Rabbit Fur Dogs” or “Fur Dogs” and 
was classified as “toys” under Par. 1513, 
Tariff Act of 1930 and was assessed with 
duty of 70 per centum. Importer claimed 
the merchandise dutiable at only 50 per 
ecentum under Par. 1519(e) of the same Act 
as “manufactures of fur.” The merchandise 
was 4 or 5 inches high, made of clay, cov- 
ered with rabbit fur and produced a 
“squeak” when squeezed. Importer offered 
evidence that the articles were too fragile 
to be used as toys but were used for orna- 
mental or display purposes. The Court 
overruled the protest on the ground that 
the evidence offered by the importer was 
insufficient to overcome the presumption of 
correctness attaching to the Collector’s 
classification.

EXPOSURE METERS AND CASES: Mi- 
mosn American Corp. v. United States, Pro- 
test 102840-K-10448-42 ete., decided Nov. 30, 
1945. Opinion by Presiding Judge Oliver 
The merchandise consisted of exposure 
meters and their cases, which were treated 
as entireties and were assessed under Par. 
1639(b), Tariff Act of 1930, at 40 per centum 
and 50 cents per pound. Importer claimed 
merchandise was dutiable at only 20 per 
centum under Par. 1558 of the same Act as 
non-enumerated manufactured articles. The 
evidence showed that synthetic resin was 
the component of chief value, that the arti- 
cles were not laminated, nor made of lami- 
nated products and that the synthetic resin 
did not act as a binding agent. The Court 
sustained the protest following LEE 
SCHIFFER, INC. et al. v. U.S. (C.D. 850).

MEASUREMENT OF LUMBER: W. J. 
Byrnes & Co. v. United States, Protest 
82009-K-71926, decided Dec. 5, 1945. Opinion 
by Judge Keefe. The merchandise con- 
sisted of teakwood which was free of duty 
but was subject to Internal Revenue Tax of 
$1.50 per 1000 board feet. 2292 pieces 2”x4” 
in varying lengths were returned by the 
Government Inspector as containing 51,120 
board feet, whereas it was invoiced as con- 
taining only 28,000 board feet. The Court 
held that since the Government Inspector 
had not followed the method laid down in 
Article 1370(e), Customs Regulations of 
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1937, for ascertaining board measure, evi- 
dence such as freight bills; bill of sale; 
tally sheet of foreign shipper, etc., were 
admissible to prove the actual footage im- 
ported. The Court upon considering all the 
evidence sustained the claim of the im- 
porter.

TEXTILE MACHINERY — BOBBIN 
THREADER: Liberty Lace & Netting Works 
v. United States, Protest 95738-K-3106-42, 
decided Dec. 5, 1945. Opinion by Judge Law- 
rence. The merchandise was invoiced as 
“Jardine’s Patent Threading Machine,” ani 
was assessed at 27% per centum as a “ma- 
chine not specially provided for’ under lar. 
372, Tariff Act of 1930. Importer claimed 
merchandise was dutiable at only 20 per 
centum under the provision for ‘Textile 
machinery * * * for textile * * * processing 
prior to the making of fabrics” which pro- 
vision was incorporated in Par. 372, Tariff 
Act of 1930, by the Trade Agreement with 
the United Kingdom, T. D. 49753. The im- 
ported machine threaded the bobbin and 
inserted it in a bobbin carriage of a net- 
making machine. The court sustained the 
protest because the imported mechanism 
performed a necessary function to enable 
the net-making machine to operate.

IVORY TUSKS-BALL CENTERS: B. H. 
Lepow v. United States, Protest 96312-K- 
1184-41 etc., decided Dec. 5, 1945. Opinion by 
Judge Keefe. The merchandise was invoiced 
as “Billiard Ball Iwory” and was assessed 
at 10 per centum under Par. 1558, Tariff Act 
of 1930, as a raw or unmanufactured arti- 
cle. Importer claimed free entry under 
Par. 1701 as “Ivory tusks in their natural 
state or cut vertically across the grain only, 
with the bark left intact.” The Court sus- 
tained the protest notwithstanding evidence 
offered by the Government to the effect that 
the tusks contained sections where 30 per 
cent of the bark had been removed.

KELP MEAL—APPRAISER’S REPORT 
AS EVIDENCE: M. W. Park & Co. v. United 
States, Protest 976570-G-63913, decided Dec. 
5, 1945. Opinion by Presiding Judge Oliver. 
The merchandise was invoiced as “Kelp 
Meal” and was assessed with duty at 10 
per centum under Par. 1540, Tariff Act of 
1930, as “seaweeds * * * manufactured.” 
Importer claimed merchandise to be free 
under Par. 1705 as “Kelp.” The Apraiser’s 
report, made within the 90-day period with- 
in which the Collector may review his ac- 
tion (Sec. 515), describing the merchandise 
as “a seaweed by the name of ‘kelp,’ which 
has been advanced in value and condition 
by grinding into a powder,” was admitted 
in evidence over the objection of the Gov- 
ernment. Following CENTENNIAL FLOUR 
MILLS CO. et al v. UNITED STATES, 
29.C.C.P.A. 264, C.A.D.200, the Court sus- 
tained the protest. :

SCREENINGS-REGULATIONS: Kerr-Gif- 
ford & Co. v. United States, Protest 113223- 
K-17714, decided Dec. 7, 1945. Opinion by 
Judge Cline. The merchandise consisted of 
refuse left after the sixth or seventh me- 
chanical cleaning of wheat and contained a 
few kernels of wheat, dust and beeswings 
and is used in the making of cattle feed 
Duty was assessed under Par. 731, Tariff 
Act of 1930 at 10 per centum. Importer 
claimed free entry under Public Law 211 
(78th Cong. Ist sess. 57 Stat. 607) or Pub- 
lic Law 272 (78th Cong. 2nd sess. 58 Stat 
131). By T.D. 51033 (Sec. 58.1(b), Title 19 
Code of Federal Regulations), the Secretary 
of the Treasury had ruled that screenings 
or scalpings, if in chief value of wheat, 
oats, barley, rye, flax, cottonseed, corn, or 
hay, might be admitted free of duty unde: 
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Public Law 211. Since the requirement that 
screenings or scalpings be in chief value 
of wheat, oats, barley, etc., found no sup- 
port in Public Law 272, the Court held that 
T.D. 51033 was invalid and held that the 
imported merchandise was free of duty al- 
though not in chief value of wheat, oats, 
ete.

VESSEL—LIFEBOAT: ‘Tregoning Bont 
Co. v. United States, Protest 82821-K-17248, 
decided Dec. 14, 1945. Opinion by Presiding 
Judge Oliver. The merchandise was in- 


voiced as “1 unfinished 17 foot wood boat 
hull” and was assessed with duty of 33 1/3 
per centum under Par. 412, Tariff Act of 
1930 as “manufactures of wood * * * or of 
which wood * * * is the component material 
of chief value, not specially provided for.” 
Importer claimed that the boat hull was a 
“vessel” within the definition of that term 
contained in Sec. 401, Tariff Act of 1930 
and Sec. 3 of Title 1 of the United States 
Code. Following THE CONQUEROR, 166 
U. S. 110, 41 L. Ed, 937, the Court sustained 
the protest.
